Liftboats Machinegunned. 

Dispatches from Fortaleza, Bra- 
zil, told of sinkings by Axis sub- 
marines last week of the Ameri- 
can tankers T. C. McCobb, 7,452 
tons, and Eugene V. R. Thayer, 
7,138 tons; the 
merchantman Empire Peregrine 
and the 2,161-ton Norwegian car- 
go vessel Balkis. 

No word was received about the 
McCobb or Peregrine survivors, 
but reports said that 26 of the 
Thayer’s crew had _ been landed 
and that nine were missing, pos- 
sibly having died in lifeboats. 

Twenty-four of the Balkis’ com- 
plement were rescued by a Swe- 
dish vessel and the Norwegian 
consul at Fortaleza reported that 
the crew, including a

Hoyt A. Jolly Headed 
Squadron Raining 5 
Million Destruction. 


A former Atlantan, First Lieu- 
tenant Hoyt A. Jolly Jr., was com- 
mander of a squadron of flying 
fortresses that blasted $5,000,000 
worth of Jap bombers and pursuit 
planes to bits in five seconds’ ac- 


tion in the south Pacific. 


Press dispatches say four long 
range bombers were assigned to 
get the airfield, and flying at only 
500 feet, they unleashed 20 high 
each as they 
plunged over their targets. Not 
only were the planes destroyed, 
but valuable docks were left in 
shambles. , 

So low did the bombers fly and 
so violent was the reaction, that 
the only casualty suffered by the 
attacking forces was a wing dam- 
aged by debris caused by the bomb 
explosions. No Jap Zeros or any 
other aircraft of the enemy had a 


chance to leave the ground, and 


so successful was the surprise at- 
tack the American squadron got 
away before antiaircraft guns 
could be manned, reports say. 

Lieutenant Jolly is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt A. Jolly Sr. The 
father is affiliated with the Atlan- 
ta Motor Club and lives.on Mill- 
edge avenue, S. E.

Suicide Verdict Return.

FE. C. Stegall, 58, former chief 
of the Atlanta police vice squad, 


was found shot to death at his 
home at Kennesaw early yester- 
day morning. 

A Cobb county coroner's 
returned a verdict of suicide 

Regarded as one of the ablest 
officers on the force, Stegall’s po- 
lice career was cut short when he 
Was convicted in the fatal shooting 
of a private detective and the 
wounding of a policeman and a 
former policeman. Stegall testi- 
fied the men were out “to get 
him” and he shot in self-defense 

He was sent to prison but a nine- 
year fight won him a pardon from 
Governor’ Russell in 1932. In his 
light he had the support of people 
from every walk of life. Guards 
of the prison camp in which he 
w s held called him a “model” 
prisoner. 

One of his superiors called him 
“probably the best man we ever 
had in cleaning out vice.”

No Handouts, Please 

A number of American newspapers, some 
newspaper publishers’ associations and some 
trade publications have recently been urging 
our government to use paid advertising space 
in the papers for the publication of government 
announcements and other material intended to 
further the war effort. 

It is stated both the British and Canadian 
governments follow this plan and a recent 
Department of Commerce publication declared 
the British government is now the biggest ad- 
vertiser in the English press, buying 17 per 
cent of the total advertising space. The same 
source estimates that 17 per cent of advertising 
expenditure in the United States would amount 
to $340,000,000. 

The Constitution, however, wants none of 
it. This paper hopes there will be no “hand 
outs” to the newspapers of America in the form 
of advertising paid for. out of the taxpayers’ 
money. 

As a loyal American newspaper, a newspaper 
believing the only goal which counts for Ameri- 
cans today is victory in the war, The Constitu- 
tion will, as always, publish without charge all 
government and other material conducive to 
acceleration of the war program and the bring- 
ing of victory that is possible in the Space at 
its command. That is the patriotic duty of 
every newspaper. 

There is no belief that those who advocate 
this plan of paid government advertising do 
so with any thought it would amount to sub- 
sidizing the press. But there is great danger 
if such a plan were adopted, it would become 
just that. 

Once such a system began, the government 
would have to place advertising in every one 
of the thousands of newspapers in the country, 
big, little and medium, metropolitan, suburban, 
rural and community, daily, semi-weekly and 
weekly. There would be such a how! from any 
left out that, for political reasons, they would 
all soon be included. 

Not only would every. newspaper seek the 
advertising, but every government bureau would 
want to share in the bought space. One bureau, 
perhaps jealous of another, would demand 
funds to buy bigger newspaper space thar its 
rival and thus the thing would grow like a 
snowball. 

It can easily be imagined how some con- 
gressmen and some bureaucrats would try to 
exploit the newspapers—buy them if you pre- 
fer—if they had vast sums to be spent in, or 
withheld from, those papers. , 

It would simply create a new form of gov- 
ernment bounty and patronage and would cast 
a dark shadow of suspicion upon the freedom 
of the press. In fact, in the case of some venal 
newspapers, it would almost certainly impair 
that same freedom which is so essential a factor 
American democracy.

Pan-American Day 

Although not generally observed as a holiday 
in America, Pan-American Day, which is today, 
is an event which may grow in importance as 
the hemisphere becomes more co-ordinated in 
common defense and more co-operative in 
post-war adjustments, 

Not until President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
proved to our neighbors to the south that the 
United States was willing to give as well as to 
receive did the Good Neighbor policy find 
much inspiration below the Rio Grande. Before 
1932 we talked glibly of friendship but exploited 
Latin Americans in the interest of our own 
imperialism. We boasted of hemispherical 
understanding, but we bullied our way in the 
name of the Monroe Doctrine and sent Marines 
to collect debts for businessmen. 

A few men, notably the President, Cordell 
Hull, Sumner Welles and Henry Wallace, have 
worked to make Latin America proud and 
trustful of the colossus of the north. Now that 
we depend upon Latin America for many raw 
materials we speak kind words for the favor of 
those countries.

Perhaps we have always taken Latin 
America for granted. We thought of that region 
as backward, harmless, impotent. We've toured 
Europe and studied French and German lan- 
guages. At our backdoor was an unknown 
empire whose geography, culture, and economic 
wealth were crassly ignored by us. Our igno- 
rance is abysmal. Professor Stipe asked an 
assembly at Emory the other day to name the 
colors of the Mexican flag. Only a handful 
knew. He pointed out that Latin America is not 
south of Atlanta, and that if we were to fly 
due south from municipal airport we would 
reach the Pacific; South America is east of. us. 
Argentina, he said, is believed a small country; 
yet it is larger than the United States east of 
the Mississippi, and Brazil is larger than all 
the United States. South America had a uni- 
versity 100 years before Harvard was founded. 
The Lord, he said, endowed South America with 
raw materials such as sisal, tin, quinine, and 
rubber. Yet we have sailed halfway around the 
globe to get these materials from the East 
Indies. We are becoming the great industrial 
nation; Latin America is rich in raw materials. 
Our trade and prosperity definitely are linked 
with the South American market. 


At Emory University today university stu- 
dents from all parts of the south are discussing 
ways to implement the Good Neighbor policy. 
One of these delegates will join representatives 
from five other regional meetings for a confer- 
ence in Washington. This summer the govern- 
ment will send these six students to Latin 
America so they can study first-hand some of 
the opportunities we can exchange,

From the very beginning of the war. one 
of the nation’s most annoying problems has 
been how to protect induStrial property at 
night without posting a guard every few yards. 
It seems the solution has been found, 


Sensitive phonograph pickups, built com- 
pact and waterproof, with needles placed 
against factory fences, do the work. Any 
sound within “hearing” of a pickup is relayed 
by wire to amplifiers, and, at the discretion 
of the management, is “whispered” to waiting 
guards, or broadcast on the night air.for the 
benefit of all—saboteur and guard alike. 

The pickups are so sensitive they will reg- 
ister the breath of the wind, or the midnight 
song of the mocking bird—to say nothing of 
the sound of tunnelling, or climbing feet, or 
nippers on a wire fence.

ment of Justice ia finally beginning to crack down on the editors 
of scores of verminous little sheets, each with a few thousand read- 
ers, Which have been gnawing away at the faith and unity of 
America despite the happenings at Pearl Harbor.

FLORIDA EAST COAST April 12 (By Mail).—It would not 


be permitted to say exactly where 
this is being written, It isn’t fair, because | just wandered into a 
story which seems to me to be one of those simple but great stories 
that rarely get told. It is a story of the people and defense. 

Also, it isn’t fair to write of just this one, 

because I am writing from one town and all up 
and down the coast the same sort of job. is 
going on. 

There are things happening along our coast. 

We all know tankers and merchant ships are 
being torpedoed off our Atlantic coast. The 
supposition is that the Germans send over long- 
range submarines in waves. That is to say, one 
group comes and stays out its limit of fuel and 
supplies, and turns homeward. As it departs, 
another wave of them leave German bases. 

We know they are getting some of our ships, 

tankers and merchant ships. Their story hasn't 
heen told. No one has shown any more courage 
than the men who sail the tankers. They ride 
those potentially flaming coffins up~and down 
the coast, bringing vital oil and gasoline to the 
eastern ports. 

They are supposed to put in at some anchor- 
age at night. But there are few anchorages for them. Most of the 
time they have to keep going. Night and day. 

Don’t kid yourself they don’t know what chances they are 
taking. They do. 

They know that if a torpedo hits a tanker, it is curtains. It is 
Katy bar the door. It is good night, nurse. It is hail and farewell. 

The ship is going to do one thing at a time. It is going to ex- 
plode as the torpedo and the explosion sets off the gas. There will 
follow one or two .more explosions as bulkheads go. 

In seconds the tanker will be burning like a blow torch. 


THE FEW WHO LIVE * There usually are one or two, some- 


times a half dozen or so, who escape, 

They never know how. Usually they are those who are stand- 
ing near the rail.

By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


It is not my intention to speak for or against any candidate 
for the senate or the house of representatives, but there is one 
thing that all of us must say and keep saying until election day. 

Everybody realizes that our fate depends in large measure upon 
decisions made in Washington; it follows that we shall do much 
to shape our own destiny when we select men to represent us in 
congress. 

Shall we re-elect the men who are there now? Other things 
being equal, it is not wise to swap horses while crossing a stream. 
There would be no sense in defeating our present congressmen 
merely to punish them for our defeats. There would be neither 
point nor profit in defeating the old ones and electing new ones 
of no greater ability. The old ones at least have the advantage 
of experience. 

But since our liberties and our lives and our homes are at 
stake, we must select the most capable men we can find. And if 


the men now in office do not meet this requirement, they must 


be retired. It is not a matter of politics or party this time; it is 
a matter of life and death. 

It is obvious to all the world that the men we trusted with 
power during the last eight years tragically failed to do their duty. 
There is no argument about it. The proof is absolute. 

Mrs. Roosevelt excuses them on the ground that officials merely 
reflect the desires of the people, and the people were asleep. But 
that excuse is nonsense. When stockholders choose a manager, they 
do not tell him what to do. He is supposed to know. Free people 
elect men to manage public affairs because they are busy with 
their own private affairs. Congressmen are paid and trusted to 
do whatever is necessary for the public welfare. If they fail, 
through ignorance or indifference, they deserve no sympathy. 

The question is, which ones failed? 

They will argue: “We were fooled, but now we know better.” 
But men without vision or understanding cannot become smart in 
a day. The inept are still inept. 

The people must check every man’s record: learn whether he 
voted to fortify Guam and Alaska and other outposts; whether by 
vote or speech he showed understanding of our peril and our needs, 
and tried to provide adequate defense against the impending at- 
tack: whether he tried to serve the whole nation. or served one 
Kroup at the expense of others, or tried to serve himself by serving 
labor bosses.

Georgia Has Huge Train Service 


Being Studied 
By Commission 


— 


Decision Expected on 
Discontinuance of Au- 
vusta-Savannah Trains 


The State Public Service Come 
mission reserved a decision vyes- 
terday on whether to rescind its 
order authorizing the Central of 
Georgia Railway. to discontinue 


passenger trains 5 and 6 between 
Augusta and Savannah on 
April 20. 

After a lengthy hearing at which 
representatives the affected 


communities appealed for con- 
tinuance of the trains, at least for 
anothei six-month trial period, 
the Commission went into execu- 
tive session but was unable to 
reach an agreement. 

Chairman Walter R. McDonald 
said a decision probably would be 
forthcoming tomorrow. 

In asking maintenance of the 
present service, spokesmen for 
Augusta, Savannah, Millen and 
other communities predicted pat- 
ronage of the trains would in- 
crease as the effects of tire, gaso- 
line and automobile rationing be- 
came more severe and said bus 
service was unavailable to many 
of the intermediate points. 

Representatives of the railroad, 
General Manager R. R. Cummings 
and Attorney T. M. Cunningham, 
said they would not be justified 
in operating the trains because 
they incurred a loss of upwards of 
$33,000 annually and added that, 
wholly aside from this, they had 
to take a “national viewpoint.” 

Equipment is needed for troop 
movements, they said, and the 
Central of Georgia already is hav- 
ing to rent cars to meet govern- 
ment demands. They pointed out 
that discontinuance of any train 
is “bound to inconvenience some- 
body but we have to take a large 
view.” 

In authorizing discontinuance of 
the trains, the Commission said 
two weeks ago its order would be- 
come final unless vithdrawn in 
the light of today’s hearing.
